Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I first  pay  tribute  to  the  late  Chairman 
of  the  Public  H ealth  Committee,  Councillor  L.  S.  Bielby,  whose  death 
on  the  L6th  December,  1962,  was  a great  loss  to  us  all.  Councillor  Bielby 
was  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  14  years,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Council  for  43  years  and  Chairman  of  the  Council  since 
May,  4962. 


In  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  for 
the  year  indicate  a population  of  11, 1370,  an  increase  of  4*0  compared  with 
last  year.  There  were  191  births  compared  with  176  last  year  and  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  15.53  per  1,000  population  compares  with  the 
national  birth  rate  of  18.0  per  1,000  population.  402  deaths  occurred 
giving  a death  rate  of  9.45  per  1,000  population  which  compares  with 
the  national  death  rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  population.  There  were  2 
infant  deaths,  both  due  to  congenital  malformations. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases  only  measles  continued  to  occur  to  any 
extent,  41  cases  being  notified  during  the  year.  Three  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  also  notified  which  indicates  that  this  disease  is  still 
with  us  and  cannot  be  ignored. 

The  water  supply  of  the  District  continued  as  in  previous  years  but 
is  now  administered  by  the  Last  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board. 
The  sampling  of  raw  water  at  sources  of  origin  is  now  undertaken  by  the 
Water  Board  but  this  Council’s  officers  still  take  samples  of  water  as 
received  by  the  consumer.  Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  a 
further  two  villages,  namely,  Beeford  and  Wetwang.  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  plans  were  in  hand  for  a 


scheme  at  Kilhani,  and  the  Council  had  approved  the  preparation  of  plans 
for  schemes  at  Carton,  North  Frodingham  and  Nafferton.  Progress  lias 
continued  with  the  conversion  to  water  closets  of  pail  and  earth  closets 
but  there  still  remain  1,977  in  the  District. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
support  and  interest.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  hospitals  serving  the  District  are  are  as  follows:  — 

East  Riding  General  Hospital,  Driffield. 

This  hospital  is  under  the  East  Riding  Group  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  admits  acute  general  and  geriatric  patients.  Out-patient 
facilities  include  clinics  for  medicine,  surgery,  orthopaedic  surgery, 
gynaecology,  paediatrics,  oto-laryngology,  chest  diseases,  ophthalmology, 
psychiatry,  dermatology,  radiotherapy  and  diabetic. 
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Northfield  Sanatorium,  Driffield. 

Under  the  'East  Riding  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  this 
hospital  admits  patients  suffering  from  chest  diseases. 

Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham. 

All  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  t he  District  requiring  hospital  care 
are  admitted  to  this  hospital  which  is  in  (lie  Hull  “B”  Group  Hospital 
M a nagement  Comm  it  tee . 

Miniature  Mass  Radiography. 

A Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital 
Board  visited  Middleton-on-the- Wolds  on  the  27th  March,  1962,  and 
Sledmere  on  the  26th  March,  1962,  and  held  public  sessions.  A total  of 
399  persons  were  examined. 

NURSING  HOM.ES. 

There  are  no  private  nursing  homes  in  the  District. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Part  III.  Accommodation.

At  one  time  clinics  were  held  at  Middleton-on-the-Wolds  and 
Kilharn  but  attendances  were  so  small  that  their  continuation  could  not 
be  justified. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

Three  Nurse/ Midwives  serve  the  District.  Two  reside  above  the 
Victoria  Road  Clinic  at  28.  Church  Street.  Driffield,  and  one  resides  in 
Gar  ton. 

Health  Visiting. 

Two  Health  Visitors  are  resident  in  Driffield  working  in  the  Driffield 
Area.  Their  offices  is  at  the  Victoria  Road  Clinic,  Driffield  (telephone 
number  3158). 
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Home  Nursing  Service. 

This  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery 
Service  as  detailed  above. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  on  the  Wansford 
Hoad,  Driffield  (telephone  number  SI 09). 

Domestic  Help. 

Home  Help  Service  Which  is  rendered  in  the  District  is  administered 
from  County  Hall,  Beverley,  and  all  applications  for  this  service  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser  (telephone  number,  Beverley  81281). 

LOCAL  EDUCATION  A UTHOR1TY— .SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

Routine  Medical  Inspections  are  carried  out  of  all  children  attending 
Local  Education  Authority  schools  in  the  District.  In  addition,  the 
following  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Victoria  Road  Clinic,  Driffield  : -

OTHER  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES. 

Buckrose  Health  Divisional  Co-ordinating  Committee. 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  a Co-ordinating  Committee,  under 
the  aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Bridlington  to  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
children.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are  the  prevention  of 
break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s 
Department,  the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare 
Department,  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of 
tlie  District  Councils,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service,  Probation  Officers,  and  a Marriage  Guidance  Counsellor. 
Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to  time  as 
the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS. 

British  Red  Cross.

SANITARY  CIRCTMSTANGBS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Report  by  S.  Wrigglesworth,  A.R.P.H.I.,  M.P.H.I.A.,  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Housing  Manager. 


Water  Supply. 

The  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  came  into  being  on 
1st  January,  1962,  and  all  functions  in  relation  to  the  supply  of  water 
within  the  Rural  District  (and  within  the  other  Districts  forming  the 
Board’s  area  of  supply)  passed  to  the  Board  on  1st  April,  10®2. 

On  the  day  of  transfer  the  average  daily  consumption  of  water 
within  the  Rural  District  was  600,000  gallons  and  a plentiful  mains  water 
supply  was  available  to  every  'ullage  within  the  District. 
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Water  Samples. 

Samples  of  water  from  house-taps,  stand-taps,  private  bores,  wells 
and  springs  were  taken  periodically  throughout  the  year:  —

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A further  two  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  were  completed 
during  the  year,  namely,  those  for  the  villages  of  Beeford  and  Wetwang. 
The  villages  of  Langtoft,  North  Dalton,  Hutton  Grans  wick,  Watton, 
Sledmere,  Beeford  and  Wetwang  are  now  provided  with  good  sewers  and 
modern  treatment  plants. 

The  Beeford  Scheme  comprises  some  1,622  yards  of  i"  pumping 
sewer,  1 , 7 4*2  yards  of  9"  sewer,  2, .793  yards  of  6"  sewer  (including  house 
connections)  and  3,839  yards  of  i"  sewer  for  house  connections.  55  man- 
holes and  190  inspection  chambers  were  constructed. 

Sewage  from  the  eastern  end  of  the  village,  including  Beverley 
Road,  Breeze  Lane,  Skipsea  Road  and  Church  Lane  flows  by  gravity  to 
the  Green  Lane  ejector  station  from  which  point  sewage  is  pumped  to 
manhole  No.  14.  From  this  manhole  there  is  a gravity  flow  westwards 
to  the  Straight  Lane  pumphouse,  the  sewage  being  then  pumped  along 
the  rising  main  to  the  works. 

The  works  have  been  specially  designed  to  allow  for  future  extension 
of  the  site  to  deal  with  additional  sewage  from  the  villages  of  North 
Frodingham  and  Foston,  as  and  when  these  schemes  are  completed.  At 
present  the  works  consist  of  twin  sedimentation  tanks,  filter  beds  and 
humus  tanks  plus  sludge  drying  beds.  Sewage  from  the  rising  main  is 
discharged  into  the  balance  tank  and  flows  by  gravity  into  the  sedimenta- 
tion tanks;  through  the  filters  and  into  the  humus  tanks  before  the  final 
effluent  is  discharged  into  the  Old  Howe  (Drain).  Sludge  from  the 
sedimentation  and  humus  tanks  is  delivered  onto  the  drying  beds  by 
means  of  a mobile  pump. 

The  completion  of  the  Wetwang  'Scheme  sees  the  complete  sewering 
of  this  village.  The  work  involved  the  laying  of  new  sewers  in  the  main 
street  and  the  improvement  and  enlargement  of  the  existing  sewage  works 
in  Southfield  Well  Balk  by  providing  an  additional  filter  bed  and  sedi- 
mentation tank  and  sludge  dying  beds.  New  sewers  comprised  1,740 
yards  of  6"  sewer  (including  house  connections)  and  1,942  yards  of  4" 
sewer  for  house  connections.  20  manholes  and  49  inspection  chambers 
were  constructed. 
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By  the  close  of  the  year  all  consents  and  permissions  had  been 
obtained  and  purchase  of  sites  completed  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
Kilbam  Scheme.  Arrangements  had  also  been  made  by  the  Ministry  for 
an  Engineering  Inspector  to  carry  out  an  informal  investigation  of  the 
proposals  early  in  January,  f963.  It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  start 
on  this  scheme  in  the  Spring  or  early  Summer  of  1903. 

With  a view  to  achieving  continuity  in  the  capital  works  programme, 
the  Council,  in  November,  approved  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Garton, 
North  Frodingham  and  Nafferton  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  lengthy 
administrative  procedure  relating  to  statutory  consents,  permissions  and 
site  purchases  had  been  commenced.  It  is  only  by  setting  this  procedure 
in  operation  at  a very  early  date  that  the  Council  can  adhere  to  a fixed 
plan  of  continuous  works. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  11901,  which  brought  farms  within  the  definition  of 
“ trade  promises.”  The  Council  tackled  this  complex  and  difficult 
problem  during  the  year  and  considerable  time  was  spent  in  discussions 
with  farmers ; surveys  of  farm  premises ; consultations  between  the 
Council’s  Officers  and  lengthy  debate  by  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
The  Council  endeavoured  to  effect  a.  fair  balance  as  between  the  farmers 
(particularly  the  “ little  men  ”)  on  the  one  hand  and  the  ratepayers  on 
the  other,  and  before  the  close  of  the  year  licences  had  been  issued  in 
most  cases  where  trade  effluent  was  being,  or  would  be,  discharged  into 
the  sewers. 

All  works  are  visited  regularly  by  the  full-time  Attendant  and  a 
systematic  maintenance  programme  carried  out.  Whenever  possible 
repairs  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  to  avoid  delay  and 
expense.  All  motors  and  pumps  are  insured  against  major  breakdown 
and  an  Official  from  the  Insurance  Company  carries  out  detailed  inspections 
of  the  plant  twice  a year. 

A new  screening  chamber  has  been  installed  at  the  Langtoft  sewage 
works. 

The  regular  programme  of  de-sludging  open  dykes  has  been  carried 

out. 

The  Council  took  over  183  yards  of  (>”  sewer  at  Nafferton  from  a 
private  contractor.  This  sewer  serves  Hi  bungalows,  built  fronting  onto 
Brickyard  Lane,  Howe  Lane  and  Netbergate.  Nafferton. 

Closkt  Accommodation. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  make  grants  under  Section  17  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  of  half  the  cost  of  the  work,  up  to  a maximum 
of  £\5,  towards  converting  pail  and  earth  closets  to  water  closets. 
Conversions  are  also  effected,  in  some  cases  by  means  of  Standard  or 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Acts. 
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The  number  of  grant  applications  received  during  the  year  and  the 
number  of  new  water  closets  provided  during  the  year  are  as  follows:

Slow  but  steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  abolition 
of  earth  closets.  Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  years’  Reports  to 
the  possibility  of  compulsory  conversion  under  Section  17  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1930.  During  the  year  the  Council  again  considered  this 
matter  and  decided  to  defer  a decision  until  such  time  as  all  Council  Houses 
are  provided  with  W.C.s.  As  conversion  work  on  the  last  seven  Council 
House  closets  is  planned  to  commence  early  in  1963,  further  consideration 
will  be  given  in  1063  by  the  Council  to  the  desirability  of  implementing 
the  relevant  provisions  of  Section  47.

Scavenging  and  Cleansing. 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  has  remained  unchanged  this  year. 
Refuse  is  collected  twice  calendar  monthly  according  to  rota,  and 
depending  on  how  the  dates  fall  some  dustbins  are  not  emptied  for  three 
weeks. 

More  and  more  fire  ash  and  other  dry  household  refuse  is  being  put 
out  for  collection  ; this  I attribute  to  W.C.  conversions  and  extension  of 
the  service  to  more  outlying  parts  of  the  district.  Several  routes  have  been 
adjusted  so  that  the  vehicle  will  pass  farms  and  other  properties  in  plying 
backwards  and  forwards  to  tip.  Additional  labour  was  put  on  the  vehicle 
to  help  deal  with  the  heavier  demand  being  put  upon  the  service.

Average  running  cost  per  mile;  1 1.875d. 
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'1  his  figure,  which  includes  a high  depreciation  value,  still  shows  an 
improvement  over  the  old  vehicle  and  coupled  with  the  overall  reduced 
annual  mileage,  can  be  considered  satisfactory. 

I he  total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  service  including  workmen’s 
wages  is  estimated  at  <£1,805  per  annum. 

I still  hope  for  a weekly  collection,  and  if  the  Council  decide  upon 
compulsory  conversions  to  water  closets,  the  weekly  dust  bins  collection 
would  probably  follow. 

Night  soil  is  collected  at  Nafferton  and  Wansford  only,  here  a private 
contractor  does  the  collection  by  means  of  a horse-drawn  tumbler  cart — the 
village  of  Nafferton  being  charged  a special  rate  for  the  .service  and  in  the 
village  of  Wansford  the  private  householders  pay  the  contractor  directly 
for  his  services. 

Householders  in  all  the  remaining  parts  of  the  district  still  have  to 
dig  the  pail  closet  contents  into  whatever  land  is  available. 

A twin-cylinder  vacuum  pump  is  attached  to  the  power-take-off  of 
the  Land  Rover  and  this  is  used  for  emptying  septic  and  sewage  tanks. 
The  pump  evacuates  a two-wheeled  trailer  tank  and  so  pressure  forces 
sewage  into  the  tank.  The  trailer  tank  holds  approximately  2I5P  gallons 
and  the  sewage  collected  is  discharged  wherever  possible  by  spreading  it 
thinly  over  agricultural  land.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  refused  to  renew  the 
Cottam  Knacker’s  Yard  Licence  as  conditions  prevailing  there  were  not 
satisfactory,  and  these  premises  were  still  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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Driffield  Urban  Distric  t Council — Refuse  Tii*. 

During  t lie  year  discussions  took  place  with  the  Driffield  Urban 
District  Council  on  the  question  of  a site  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
collected  within  tire  Urban  District  ; the  need  for  a new  tip  being  regarded 
by  the  Urban  District  Council  as  a matter  of  some  urgency  due  to  rapid 
filling  of  tbe  existing  tip  off  Scarborough  Road,  Driffield. 

The  Urban  District  Council’s  initial  proposal  was  to  utilise  a large 
pit  at  Swinekeld,  Hutton  Cranswick,  but  this  Council  indicated  that  they 
could  not  agree  to  this  site  and  further  discussions  took  place.  Agreement 
was  reached  by  the  two  Authorities  on  the  use  of  a disused  sand  pit  near 
the  cross  roads  between  Post  on  and  Brigham  but  some  local  opposition 
was  raised  to  tbe  proposal  and  it  is  possible  that  the  owner  of  the  pit  may 
not  be  a willing  seller. 

An  application  for  planning  permission  for  the  use  of  this  pit  as  a 
refuse  tip  was  submitted  during  the  year  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  the 
application  was  under  consideration  by  the  Planning  Authority. 

Camping  and  Caravan  Sites. 

The  demand  for  caravan  and  camping  sites  within  the  Rural  District 
is  small.  The  Council  granted  four  caravan  site  licences  during  the  year 
in  respect  of  three  holiday  caravans  (on  two  sites)  and  two  residential 
caravans.  The  numbers  of  licensed  caravan  sites  and  caravans  at  31st 
December,  1962,  were:  —

Salvage. 

A scrap  metal  dealer  contracted  to  collect  light  metal  and  tins  from 
the  Council’s  tip.  The  heavy  and  non-ferrous  metals  being  sorted  by  the 
refuse  collectors  is  brought  into  the  Depot  for  sale  when  a load  has  been 
accumulated.  The  income  from  scrap  sold  during  the  year  amounted 
to  £32. 


M E A LS  - ON- W H E E LS  SERVICE. 

The  Council  again  recognised  the  good  work  being  done  by  tbe 
Women’s  Voluntary  Service  in  connection  with  the  Meals-on-W  heels 
service  for  the  elderly  by  contributing  under  Section  31  of  tbe  National 
Assistance  Act,  1918,  a sum  of  £25  towards  the  cost  of  vehicle  main- 
tenance. The  service  is  operated  in  the  villages  of  Naffer  ton,  Hutton 
Cranswick  and  Wansford.

In  1961,  under  Hie  guidance  of  the  Ministry’s  Technical  Officers,  a 
detailed  survey  and  treatment  was  carried  out  to  all  sewers  in  the  District. 
This  operation  proved  effective,  as  subsequent  test  baits  laid  during  this 
year  all  gave  negative  results.  The  fact  that  most  of  our  sewers  arc 
fairly  new,  of  small  diameter  and  aire  subject  to  near  maximum  How  are 
helpful  factors. 

All  village  tips  have  been  baited  regularly  to  keep  the  rat  population 
down  to  a minimum,  but  the  attraction  of  large  amounts  of  dumped 
foodstuffs,  together  with  the  natural  harbourage  afforded,  makes  this  a 
difficult  and  time-taking  job. 

567lbs.  of  Warfarin  bait  has  been  used  to  carry  out  treatments. 
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HOUSING. 

Estimates  show  that  a total  problem  of  172  unfit  dwellings  in  the 
District  still  require  slum  clearance  action. 

The  Council  were  actively  engaged  during  the  year  on  slum  clearance 
and  re-housing  programmes  and  endeavoured  to  take  advantage  of  the 
relaxation  during  the  year  of  the  Government’s  1961  call  for  restraint  in 
capital  expenditure. 

Six  houses  and  six  bungalows  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
under  the  1962  Programme  a further  six  houses  and  eight  bungalows  were 
in  course  of  erection  at  31st  December. 

The  Council  decided  that  the  balance  of  the  1962  Programme  should 
comprise  6 houses  at  North  Frodingham  and  8 bungalows  at  Friday- 
thorpe  (2),  Harpham  (2)  and  North  Dalton  (4). 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  now  being  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable 
building  sites,  it  is  essential  to  formulate  programmes  sufficiently  early  to 
ensure  that  the  constructional  works  shall  not  he  delayed.  With  this  in 
mind  the  Council  during  the  year  formulated  the  1963  Housing 
Programme  providing  for  42  houses  and  bungalows  primarily  for  the 
purpose  of  re-housing  persons  to  he  displaced  by  slum  clearance. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  the  economic  situation 
and  the  consequent  deferment  until  the  Spring  of  1902  of  modernisation 
of  the  older  Council  Houses.  In  view  of  the  improved  situation,  work 
commenced  during  the  year  on  the  provision  of  water  closets,  bathrooms 
and  hot  water  facilities  at  14  houses  at  Cranswick,  12  Houses  at  Beeford 
and  4 Houses  at  Wetwang. 

There  are  still  120  Council  Houses  which  need  modernising;  113  of 
which  lack  proper  bathroom  facilities  and  hot  water  supplies.  The 
remaining  7 require  W.C.s  in  addition  to  hot  water  and  bathrooms,  and 
tenders  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  necessary  work  to  these  seven  houses 
will  be  invited  early  in  1903. 

The  total  number  of  Council  Houses  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  490  and  there  were  6 houses  and  8 bungalows  under  construction. 
Under  private  enterprise  15  dwellings  were  built  during  the  year  and  i 
further  41  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  waiting  list  for  Council  Houses  showed  235  applications  but  36 
of  these  were  duplicated  in  two  or  more  villages.  In  addition,  18 
applicants  both  lived  and  worked  outside  the  Rural  District  and  the  total 
number  on  the  “ live  list  ” can  therefore  he  regarded  as  201. 

During  the  year  five  cases  of  over-crowding  were  abated  by  re-housing 
the  families  in  Council  Houses. 

58  Council  Houses  were  painted  by  direct  labour  during  the  year. 
This  figure  which  is  rather  less  than  that  usually  attained  reflects  the  poor 
weather  experienced  during  the  summer  months.

The  Council  receive  a steady  How  at’  applications  from  owners  for 
grants  towards  the  improvement  of  privately  owned  houses.  Although 
the  work  involved  in  advising  applicants,  verifying  applications  and 
inspecting  completed  works  is  considerable  the  results  obtained  in  the  form 
of  better  housing  standards  are  well  worth  while.  There  are  some 
excellent  examples  in  the  Rural  District  of  what  can  be  done  to  provide 
satisfactory  modern  accommodation  by  the  improvement  of  dwellings 
which,  if  remaining  un- improved,  would  have  only  a very  limited  life  and 
would  eventually  become  subject  to  slum  clearance  action.

Discretionary  Grants  ...  12 
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256  privately-owned  houses  within  the  Rural  District  have  been 
improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  since  the  introduction  of 
the  Scheme  in  1 0 T>9 . 


Following  the  disbandonment  of  the  Cranswick  Housing  Estate 
sewage  plant  the  site  was  converted  into  a ear-park.  Tenants  of  the 
adjacent  housing  estate  are  able  to  rent  a garage  site  at  £l  per  year  and 
erect  their  own  garage. 

In  March,  severe  gales  resulted  in  roof  and  other  external  damage  to 
many  Council  Houses ; fortunately  most  of  the  repairs  cost  below  £5 
per  house. 


FOOD. 

Food  shops  have  continued  to  be  inspected  and  where  sewerage 
schemes  have  been  provided  in  the  villages  proper  sanitary  conveniences 
have  been  installed  in  many  more  of  these  premises. 

The  Department  requested  shop  keepers  for  improvements  in  the 
storage  and  turn  over  of  perishable  and  tinned  foodstuffs  ; the  need  for 
this  measure  was  brought  to  light  when  two  meat  pasties  were  found  to 
he  mouldy  inside  whereas  the  external  appearance  was  quite  normal . 

These  pasties  were  kept  by  the  shop  keeper  in  a refrigerated  cabinet 
and  on  investigation  lie  made  a statement  to  the  effect  that  the  cabinet 
had  developed  an  electrical  fault  and  when  repaired  all  food  showing 
visible  signs  of  deterioration  had  been  destroyed  by  him.  The  Council 
decided  that  in  view  of  proved  mitigatory  circumstances  the  shop  keeper 
should  only  be  seriously  reprimanded,  although  the  Department  had 
fulfilled  the  pre-prosecution  procedure  of  having  the  pasties  declared  unfit 
for  human  consumption  by  a J.P. 
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Milk  Supply. 

All  I icences  for  the  sale  of  special  designated  milk  are  issued  by  the 
East  Riding  County  Council. 

Ice-Cream. 

44  premises  within  the  District  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream 
and  all  but  one  sell  ice-cream  of  proprietary  manufacture  ; the  other  being 
a manufactory  which  employs  a cold  mix  method. 


Slaughterhouses. 

On  1st  July,  4962,  the  Slaughterhouse  Construction  Regulations 
made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  became  fully  effective 
within  the  District.  Prior  to  that  date  the  owners  of  three  slaughter- 
houses informed  the  Council  that  they  did  not  wish  to  proceed  with  the 
alterations  necessary  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  standard  laid  down 
in  the  Regulations.  Consequently,  licences  have  not  been  issued  in  these 
cases  and  slaughtering  has  been  discontinued.  The  Council  issued  licences 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  four  slaughterhouses  which  conformed  to  the 
standards  laid  down — one  each  at  Hutton  Cranswick,  Kilharn,  Nafferton 
and  Wetwang.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  alterations  carried  out  and 
the  amenities  provided  at  each  of  these  slaughterhouses  are  of  a high 
standard  and  slaughtering  in  the  District  is  carried  out  in  a very  efficient, 
hygienic  and  humane  manner.
